HAROLD BELL WRIGHT 


SEES TROUBLE ATEAD 


Author Says He Doesn’t Want to 


Stir Anything Up, but It 
Can't Be Hidden. 

Harold Bell Wright. whose books 
are bought and read by more people 
than those of any other living author, 
stopped over at Hotel Statler today 
on his way from California to New 
York. 


“T have not talked toa single man 


between the Pacific coast and SBt. 
Louis who does not believe there Is 
trouble ahead,’ he said “T have 
talked to mine owners, miners, 
ranch owners, cowboys, farm owners, 
farmhands and common § laborers, 
and they say the same _ thing— 
trouble ahead.”’ 

The core of the situation, he be- 
lieves, is this: 

“When one class of men: use their 
control over the necessities of life to 
force another class of men to con- 
tribute to the luxury of the first 
class, that spells trouble. 


Drag the Other Down. 
“And when you have, on one end 


of the rope, a class of men who de 
nounce any man who elevates him- 
self above the common level, and, 
on the other end of the rope, a class 
which says, as I recently heard one 
of them say—‘We ought to treat 
them like we do in Mexico—when 
thev won't work, turn the machine 
guns on them, d— them, and make 
them work—then those two classes 


are going to pull against each other, 
and one is pretty likely to drag the 
at the end of the rope before 
it is over. 

“I don’t like to say these things. I 
don’t want to stir it up any worse 
than it is, but it can’t be kept quiet.’’

Before leaving Paris for Ireland we were réquested by Messrs. O'Kelly 
and Gavan Duffy, the envoys of Ireland then in Paris, to visit, when in 
Ireland, the prisons in that island, if possible. 

Upon our arrival in Dublin we consulted President de Valera and 
Complaints had reached us from reliable 
sources that political prisoners, in the recent past, had been treated with 
gross severity, amounting at times to barbarity, and we were anxious to 
enter some of these institutions in Ireland to ascertain personally the 
character of the treatment accorded such prisoners.

‘communicate with or speak to any 
prisoner. He asked us before we 
were admitted to the cell rooms or 
yards to agree to these conditions, 
i\which we, therefore, accepted as a 
precedent to our entry. 

The Governor and Sir John 
took us through part of the 
rooms which were empty 
| through the work room and yards. 
'We noted but very few prisoners 
in the work room (not over six or 
eight), and expressed our surpris» 
The Governor stated, in answer, that 
'there were very few prisoners iIn- 
'carcerated for ordinary and nonpo- 
litical offenses. Mr. Walsh informiu.t 
me afterward that the Govornor 
told him there were only 1% such 
prisoners. 

The prison ts a very large oné, 
apparently having sufficient accom- 
modation for 800 to 1000 prisoners,

When 
he daught sight of us, he recognized

republic.” 
Not Allowed to Speak. 

We asked the Governor if there 
were any prisoners in solitary con- 
finement, and if so, to 
them, 
|a prisoner was confined, who looke14 
unkempt, mentally disturbed, and 
under-nourished. This prisoner 
tried to speak to us, but was prompt- 
ly checked and silenced by a warden. 

We saw 20 or 80 other prisoners 
‘in the yard at a distance, all of 
whom must have been political, for 
when they saw us they drew up in 


military alignment and began cheer-.

Upon our protesting that he ought 
not.to be assaulted upon the occa- 
sion of our visit, the Governor 
walked back to the Warden, whis- 
pered to him, and on his return 
stated that the prisoner would not be 
punished. 

Vile Treatment Disclosed. 

We were afterward furnished with 
(statements of others who had been 
confined tn this prison, and other 
persons, which disclosed vile and 
atrocious treatment. We hoped to be 
able to secure statements from the 
officers of the prison, either confirm- 
ing or denying these charges, but we 
were not permitted to talk to anyon 
in the prison except the Governor. He 
stated that no barbarities had been
